Hews of tie County 


Special 
Correspondence 
from Near-by 
Towns. 


DOYLESTOWN. 


With the County Convention but a few 


weeks ahead Republicans may be expected 
to evince more interest in political matters 
than has been apparent recently. The'can- 
didates for office are beginning to give the 
the matter more serious consideration by 
taking jaunts here and there to look up old 
friends aiid cultivate new ones. It must be 
said, however, that considering the fact that 
the convention will take place on September 
11; thicigs.are remarkably quiet, A great 
runny Republicans are not aware of the fact 
tti'at in addition to the more important 
county, offices there will be Auditors and:a 
Director of the Poor to nominate. For the 
office of Auditor no candidates 'are an- 
nounced. It is said Director of the Poor 
WebBter wilt be a candidate to succeed him- 
self. 
The Auditor candidates will also be 


forthcoming in due time. There is still a 
profound silence in, the Democratic camp so 
far as candidates for any of the offices except 
that of County Commissioner are concerned. 
For this one- office, which must have a 
minority representation,, there are. eight 
candidates, or as many as have been an- 
nounced for all the offices on the Republican 
side. It seems remarkable, under present 
conditions,, that .the Democrats can fiud-anyr 
body willing .to be Slaughtered in the corii- 
iug campaign, but no doubt they will turn 
up at the last moment. Some men regard it 
as an honor to achieve a nomination .when-it 
does not demand a financial sacrifice. The 
only compensation the Democratic leaders' 
will enjoy this year/will be the knowledge of 
the fact that .they are- not making enemies 
by keeping anybody off the ticket. 


Taxpayers in the lower section of the 


couuty may be interested in a staterneut pre- 
pared by the Commissioners for the Depart- 
ment of Public Education,:which shows the 
number of school children registered by the 
Assessors in each district, who are between 
the ages of 6 to 16 years. This registration 
has to- do with the Stifle" appropriation, as 
the rumber of children determines one-third 
of tue appropriation, the other two-thirds 
being based upon the number of resident 
taxables in a district and the number of 
teachers employed. Therefore it would be 
well for the taxpayers in each district to ex- 
amine whether true returns have been made; 
lest the appropriation should be affecled in 
case of error. The total registration for tlie 
county was 12,918, a gain of 35. In Bristol 
and vicinity the number ofchildren credited 
to the various districts Is as follows : Bris- 
tol borough—First ward, 224; Second ^ward, 
474; Third ward, 229 ; Fourth ward, SOO; 
Bristol township, 245: Bensalem, 410; 
Middletown, 200;' Falls, 283 j , Hulineville, 
74 ; Langhorne, 182 ; Laughorne' Manor, 
26; Tullytown, .98; Morrisville, 224 ; Attle- 
boro, 75. The School Boards in the districts 
cited could determine whether the returns 
are correct, something 4he Commissioners 
cannot do, as they ar.e'bbund to take the 
Assessors-returns, which/ no doubl, are all 
right in the main. 


There has been a number of .Serious, fir.es 


in this locality during the prevalence of re- 
cent thunder storms. The barn on the farm 
of the late Robert James,- within a- stone's 
throw of the town, was destroyed last week, 
and while'the. fire \wtts iu progressive; fiori-' 
zon was lighted up at three 'other poirits"by' 
burning buildings. Farmers and insurance 
companies feel alarmed every time a storm 
occurs nowadays, and the lightning seems to 
have a special fondness for burns, especially 
after crops are stored. Men of advanced age 
declare that this was not the case years ago, 
but if this is true it would be difficult to ac- 
count for the change that seems to have taken 
place. This season has been a splendid one 
m which to test the efficiency ot the light- 
ning rod, but no statistics of this .character 
have been kept. 
Insurance men at the 


county seat feel that'there is nothing to be 
done iu the matter, and that the best they 
can do is to hope that the barns doomed to 
destruction will not'be" insured in their com- 
panies. Several,of the.local companies will 
have pretty heavy losses to pay. 
While the 


lightning has played havoc with,the. tarns, 
comparatively few of them have been de- 
stroyed by files of mysterious origin, which, 
was the case last, summer, ,and which ,was; 
generally attributed' to • spontaneous com- 
bustion, a theory that is extensively enter- 
tained but extremely difficult to prove. 


/ The borough fathers at the county seat are 
having some difficulty in enforcing the 
bicycle ordinances of the town. The bike 
fever has subsided here to a great extent, 
.and with its decline the few riders left have 
grown indifferent about the laws go'verriiDj; 
the sport. They ride upon the sidewalks, 
and after dark without lights, and in some 
instances coast'through the town, and never 
ring their bells. All this has resulted in 
complaints from citizens wilh the result that 
Council has instructed the Constables to 
arrest any, wheelman caught violating the 
ordinances. 'The Doylestown Constables are 
good-hoar ted fellows, and thus far have made 
no,,arrests, but Council wants it understood 
that tho matter is no joke. 
This firm stand 


•hasi made many of the wheelman more care' 
ful than they have been for the past year.

The American government has 
taken an active mteiest in the cutorpriee, 
invitations having been sent to representa- 
tive men all over the world, and an immense 
collection of samples and models of foieign 
products have been gathered, through our 
Consuls abroad. 


While this exposition is to be purely and 


wholly an American affair, it will by no 
means lack variety. 
One of the features of 


tho exposition will be a collection of Ameri- 
can villages, representing life in New Eng- 
land, Georgia, on the western plains, and in 
the Hookies. There will be a village in. 
Cuba, another depicting life in Porto Rico, 
still another portraying all that is homelike 
about the hamlets of Hawaii, and the last, 
but not least, a "rice village" from the dis- 
tant Philippines, with Filipino men and 
women, girls and boys, jus>t as they appear 
in their native country. 


The tobacco groweis of Cuba will send large 


quantities of the best tobacco to the exposi- 
tion grounds, where it will bo manufactured 
into cigars and cigarettes by Cuban girls, the 
manufactured article being given away for 
the purpose of advertising the Cuban tobacco 
industry. Porto Rico coflee growers will 
have a pavillion and give away cups of oof- 
fee.

Since the death of Colonel 
Hawkins, which Is generally deplored, 
a movement has been started to urge 
Lieutenat Colonel Barnett to allow the 
use of his name for this office. Every- 
body who is interested at all in Penn- 
sylvania politics is commenting upon 
the manly way In -which Colonel Bar- 
nett has acted under existing circum- 
stances. His prompt and emphatic re- 
fusal to allow his name to be consid- 
ered in connection with the colonelcy 
o£ the "Fighting Tenth" as successor 
to the late Colonel Hawkins, prefer- 
ring, as he says, that the command 
shall be mustered out as "Hawkins 
regiment," aud his unstinted praise of 
the services of his late commander 
and his devotion to his memory have 
been the subject of general comment 
The political leaders have no informa- 
tion as to whether Barnett will con- 
sent to allow the use of his name in 
connection with the state treasurer 
ship. Hts brief public statement on 
this subject, in response to a news- 
paper query, was that while appreciat- 
ing the compliment intended in the 
mention of his name, it is a matter 
which he could not pass upon without 
due consideration. Barnett is known 
to be as level headed as he is brave.

Automobile Line Through Bristol. 
An automobile company in New Jersey 


with a capitalization of over $1,000,000 is 
going to run more automobiles, and run 
rhem further than any company has ever 
done before. 
The president of the company 


s quoted as saying : 


"We will establish a connecting system 


between New York and Philadelphia." 


It is not clear whether this means that 


lirough automobiles will be run between 
New York and Philadelphia, or whether it 
imply means that oue automobile will begin 
where another leaves off, so that a passenger 
who chooses can gradually wurk his way 
from oue oily to the other. Those were 
wonderful old days when a coach called the 
Flying Machine used to make the distance 
between the two cities in a day and a half or 
two days, or some such apparently fabulous 
time, and now that the little space of years 
has been bridged over by the temporary de- 
vice of the railway, there is to be a line of 
coaches again. 


But it is hardly to be supposed that freight 


will be sent from Ntw York to Philadelphia 
by an automobile coach, or that persons who 
are in a hurry to transact business will go 
that way at piesent, though even that may 
not be so far off, now that there is a line of 
automobile street cars in New York. 
And 


so for the present those who lake such a long 
ride will take it for aunusemeut. Thus the' 
coach which was the dire necessity of the 
former time becomes the plaything of the 
present. 


That it is likely to become a pleasant play- 


thing is obvious. A railway usually goes 
through the unpleasantest places that are to 
be found and of its own force makes pleas- 
ant ones unpleasant. 
But an automobile can 


travel by the best roads and in sight of the 
best scenery, and people can ride on it for 
amusement who would not think that it was 
any blessing to go to Philadelphia at all in 
any other way, 


The establishment of such a line would 


mean much to Bristol, as at present, owing 
to the miserable condition of the Bristol 
pike, handsome turnouts are never seen upon 
the beautiful streets of our borough. 


An automobile line would necessarily have 


to make use of the Bristol pike, and in such 
case the roadbed would have to bo improved. 
It will-probably be but a short time before 
the new motor carriages vriU be seen scurry- 
ing through the town, presenting an ani- 
mated scene, which the residents will enjoy.
